PREFATORY NOTE. 
In p resenting this unusual story to

With the book—a small ledger, can­ 
vas bound—came a p hotograp h of a 
m ost extraordinarily beautiful woman. 
T his p ortrait, charred on the edges, 
*n d badly wrinkled, had obviously suf­ 
fered much abuse. 
It seeins to sub­ 
sta n tia te the truth of the narrative,
